N>w York, Wot. 8.— The Maritime 
Bzehange received ttM foQowlBg' from 
Hayana yesterday: 

The steamahip City of Alexandria, 
bel(mging to the New York and Cuba 
Mail Steamahip company, from Ma- 
tanzas for Havana and N«w York, with 
400 hogaheadB of alcohol, was wrecked 
hy an cxplouion at 4 a. in., and is a to- 
tal loss by fire at sen. Of those on 
hoard 28 were saved. Nothing known 
aa to the fnte of ruiuainder. 

The ciflcerH of tlioCity of Alexandria 
were: -K. A. Hoffman, captain: E. P. 
Bnok, first officer; William Field, sec- 
ond officer: R. Bowen, purser: C A. 
Poole, assistant purser: J. Linden, 
senior quartermaster: William Hosen- 

funs, assistant quartermaster; J. W. 
leed, hoatawain; C. Erricaon, carpen- 
ter. J. A. Ooding, oadet; J. A. Porter, 
cadet. 

Early this morning a small boat, in 
which were the second oflicer and 1 1 
other persons, from tho City of Al<'x- 
andria, entered the harbor here and re- 
ported the loss of the Ktuamer. Thiiy 
said that an explosicn occurrod on 
board, and that whorily after whe \v;is 
burning fiercely. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is unknown. 

The fire gained and Hpread, and the 
oaptain saw it would be impoi^Hible to 
save the vessel and orderH wert^ fiiv^n 
to abandon the ship. Tim stfanitr liad 
400 hogsheads of rum on board, and 
this, when H caught lire, cinL-^cd im- 
mense maeaea of tlame to ascend from 
the hatohwaya, the hatohea having been 
blown off. 

There was great excitement among 
the passengers and crew, but tlie offi- 
cers soon succeeded in restoring a sem- 
blance of order. An noon as the first 
alarm was sounded the crew went to 
their fire stations and the stewards be- 
gan to carry proviHions to tlie boats. 

The more cooUheaded among the 
passengers remembered the notice 
which was in every Htat(!room of tlio 
ship, calling on them in case of fire or 
ColUsion to report at a certain lifeboat 
designated in tho notice. Tlie passen- 
gers at once proceeded to the boats and 
entered them. 

There was comparatively little sea 
running, and but little diflflculty wa.H 
experienced in lowering away tho 
boats, when tho deep-toned b^ll for- 
ward tolled the signal: "Abandon the 
ehip." 

The scene of the burning steamer was 
only 25 miles from Havana, and tlio of- 
ficers in command of tho several boats 
— the captain, first officer, purser and 
and chief engineer— had little fear of 
not reaching that port or some other 
place along the coast. 

In the first moment of terror some of 
the passengers tried to jump into the 
sea, preferring droVsning to burning. 
Those who arrived her© this morning 
stated that 0() persons wt.To drowned, 
but this is scarcely credited, as most of 
the crew and pasaengera hava reached 
Bacuranao, 

As soon as the news of the disaster 
reached here a inuulx^r of tuf,'H were 
sent to the scene of the burning steamer 
to render whatever assistance they 
could. Two of these tu^rs returned this 
afternoon, bringing 11> survivors from 
the vessel. 

The explosion occurred Isite yester- 
day afternoon and tlio ^■hip was left 
homing a short time aftmward.

Wabhwoton, Ind., Not. 8.— The wife 
of Bud Ktone. the murderer, waa taken 

to JefferHonville by Deputy Prosecutor 

Hastings, and had aljout an hour's in- 
terview with her husband. She was 
taken to the priMofi for the purpose, of 
seeing whether Stone would tell the 
truth for once, or t-ell a story corob- 
orating anything he had previously 
aaid. 

The meeting l)etwet'n husband and 
wife as witufssed by tho few jirct-ent 
was very touching. Mrs. Stone, who 
has been in the city since her husband's 
arrest, told him tliat she wanted to re- 
turn home to the country, but sl'e 
feared to do so because, if others were 
inii)licated in the murder, they might 
get away with lier. He told tier to re- 
turn, saying that no one would Harm 
her, that ho alone was guilty of tue 
crime. Stone said: 

"1 did it myself, (Jod being my only 
witness." 

He related several circumstances 
that sn>)stantiatrt the trnthfuli.esH of 
this, his last story, and in most points 
corroborates his second confession. 

He was asked why ho took two 
weaiwns with him, the cornkuife and 
ax, and replied that he did not know 
exactly, but thought ha might have 
use for the ax. 

The grand jury is said to be in posses- 
sion of some facts that coincide with 
tho above statement, and will ba em- 
bodied in the final report. 

There seems to be an easier feeling 
now among tlie iwople, aa it is believed 
the end is drawing naMT Mid the real 
murderer found. 

Stone makes many complaints about 
his aillictions since confanement and 
says that he is afraid the wen on his 
neck will (^tuse his death when an op- 
eration liecomes necoBsary to remove it 
and that he had a fall last winter, from 



which lie IwiH never recovered, in ad- 
dition to now being afllicted with neu- 
ralgia and rheamatism. Withal be 
exhibits a cowardly maka^vp and faan 
death constantly^

The flames seem to have orig- 
inated in the second story, over the 
boilorroom, but the whole building was 
a mass of flames before the alarm was 
turned in. .Ml efforts to confine the 
fire to tho buiMing were fruitless, and 
it spread to the yard aiicl leaped across 
a .'iO-foot .street, burning the oftice build- 
ing and the lumber on that side. Line^ 
of hose in the middle of the street be- 
tween the two buildings were destroyed 
by the fire. The alarm was tnrnea in 
by a neighlwr. who met tha night- 
watchman in the street, hatlcss and 
coatless and carrying a lantern, as he 
returned to the building. The eugi 
neer, who slept in the mill buibllng, 
had a narrow escape, leaping through a 
window.

THE PROVISIONS OF THE LAW. 



It KatMida Per Six Months tlie Time Un- 
der WlUeh the Chlneee Can Begleter 
Vuder the G«itry I.«w— Proosailegs of 

the Senate and Ilouae. 

Wahiunoton, Nov. 8.— In the senate 
the bouse joint resolution allowing the 
Columbian museum at Chicago to ac- 
cept or purchase articles for itsowu ex- 
cl48ive use, free from onatoma duties, 
waa passed by tha eenatai all other por- 
tions of the reaolntion being stmcliont. 
A conference waa naked. 

A house joint reaolntion donating a 
cannon for the Grand Army meeting at 
Pittsburg in 1884, waa alaorep<«tadand 

passed. 

A bill to authorize theMissonri Biver 
company in Montana to conatmct a 
dam across the Missouri river waa re- 
ported and placed on the calendar. 

Senator Utewart came promptly to 
the front with a bill for the free coin- 
aq;e of silver, thua oonfinning Ua atate- 
ment made in the aenate that the fight 
for silver is to be oontinnad. The bill 
preaonbes the weight of silver coins 
which are to be iaaned upon the basis 
of a ratio of 16 to 1. Under the pro- 
visions of the hill tha holders of silver 
bullion can deposit it at the mint and 
receive in exchange silver dollars or 
treasury notea. These treasury notes 
are to be redeemable in silver coin 
only, which is a change from the usual 
form which requires their redemption 
in either ailver or gol-d. 

The honae biU, to extend the time for 
the execution of the Chinese expulsion 
ac t, was taken up. Mr. Davis offered 
an amendment, ro-enaoting the act of 
July 6, lt)H4, and continuing such a(-^ 
in rorce for 10 years longer. This was 
lost. 

The vote was taken uuon the Chinese 
bill, and it waa paaaea without divis- 
ion. 

TheChineae bill which passed the 
aenate ia the house bill unamended. It 
astanda for si.\ months, the time under 
which Chinese can register under the 
Oeary law and for the deportation 
after this time of any Chinese laborer 
found in the United States without a 
certificate of registration. It provides 
that the word "laborer" shall, ne con- 
strued to mean skilled and unskilled 
laborers, while a Chinese merchant 
shall be a Chinese devoted exclusively 
to mercantile purauita and not engaged 
aa a laborer at all. 

Then it changes the provisions of the 
Q«arj law concerning witnesses in that 
instead of requiring a white witness, it 
re(iuires that the witness shall be other 
than a Chinese. Pending the order of 
deportation the Chinese to be deported 
can not be bailed. Certificates of regis- 
tration are to contain the photograph 
<rf tha applicant^

WA.SHINOTON, " Nov. f3.— The first 
skirmish over the tariff in the Fifty- 
third congress occurred in the lion 'i 
vesterday, and after a deadlock, last- 
ing nnm 8dM) o'clock, resulted in a 
draw. 

The senate amendment to the nrg- 
gency deticioncv bill providing pay for 
senate employea dnnng'the recess of 
the Fifty- first congress ia now the only 
bar to final adjournment. The sena- 
tors on the conference committet^ de- 
clare they will never recede and the 
house seems equally determined not to 
acoapt the amendment

Ilr.N riM.TD.N, Ind., Nov. — A gang 
of Italian laborers cau.sed a riot that 
came near resulting fatallj'. A dozeu 
of them boarded a Chicago and Erie 
passenger train, each one haVing an 
emigrant ticket entitling him to ride 
only in the smoldngcar. Thev started 
to enter first class coaches.tbut Con- 
ductor W. H. Hempatead. J. J. Heavy 
and C. J. Furman and Aaaiatont Train- 
master Edward Sexton ordered them 
into the smokingoar. 

The gang refused to obey and a tight 
resulted. Sexton was knocked down 
and injtired with a slongshot. Hemp- 
atead grappled with a "dago," who 
drew a stiletto and cut him in the right 
arm, the blade going to the bone and 
from the shoulder to the elbow. Sev- 
eral of the Italians were knocked down 
and hurt before a squad of police s- 
rived and placed the gang under ar- 
rest.

BRUT AL BURG LARS.

While about to carry out their fiend- 
ish intentions, tho old man's daughter, 
Mrs. Carey, who had been locked by 
the burglars in her room< iiimped from 
her window and escaiied. This alarmed 
the burglars and they left. The old 
man is badl}r hurt and Mrs. Carey is 
also badly injured by the jumpi.

CiiK'A<i<), Nov. ;t. — The Ferris wheel 
kept turning yesterday in spite of tlie 
orders of Director 'Ueneral Davis to 
atop it. But it did not make much 
money, as the director general closed 
up both entrances to the .Midway. 

The Ferris wheel people claim their 
contract with the exposition virtually 
amounts to a lease until Jan. 1.

Joseph Prendergast, the murderer of 
Mayor Harrison, was arraigned in 
Judge Horton's court yesterday. The 
courtroom was crowded and when the 
prisoner was led in by the jailor, the 
spectators jumped to their feet The 
action terrified Prendergast, and wi' h 
blanched face he crouched close to the 
officers. He could scarcely stand and 
had to be assisted to his seat. When 
the indictment was read Prendergaat 
responded nervously: 

• Not guilty." 

"Have you an attorney?' naked the 
judge. 

"No, but I expect to get one," re- 
sponded the prisoner faintly. 

The judge announced tJiat the case 
would be continued to give Prender- 
gast an opportunity to secure counsel, 
and the assassin was led trembling 
back to his cell. The prisoner had evi- 
dently intended to make a speech in 
the courtroom, but hia fear of mob vio- 
lence reduced him to a state of abject 
terror, and he seemed glad to get back 
toJaU.

BOILER EXPLOSION. 

Six Men Killed nnd Others Sup- 
posed to Be Dead. 



A DOZEN PERSONS INJUBED.

hie For the Catantrophe. 

New York, Nov. 8.— Six men killed, 
others supposed to be dead under the 
ruina, a dozen persons injured, several 
horses dead and property damaged to 
the extent of about $10,000 is the sum 
total of the h.ivoc wrought by the ex- 
plosion of a boiler. It waa in the stable 
of the Dry Dock, East Broadway and 
Battery street railway, on East Four- 
teenth street between Avenues A 
and B.

In that portion of the stables to 
which the explosiod was confined about 
15 men were at work, mostly on the 
ground floor— the building is of three 
stories and of brick— banking up com 
and grain. 

Without warning a terrific cra.sh was 
heard, and the air for a hundred yarda 
in every direction was filled with tim- 
bers, bricks, iron and debris of every 
description. 

A great volume of escaning steam 
roared and hissed above the tumtilt. 
In a short time, however, it had ex- 
haustea itself , and through a veil of 
dust could be seen a picture of wreck 
and destruction. 

The entire fronts of the stable build- 
ings, 585 and 587, had been blown into 
the street. The second floor, on which 
was banked hundreds of tons of fodder, 
fell, going throtigh into the cellar. 
Next the roof fell. The destruction of 
the building was complete and terrible. 

The building opposite, a 5-story brick 
tenement with two stores and eight 
dwelling apartments, all occapied. pre- 
sented a strange appearance. Directly 
in front of the window of a salomi kept 
by John Ruhl, lay the boiler.

Armstrong was employed in 
thu Corlears street stables of the rail- 
road company and had only come up 
for the day.

To Election Oficers to be Followed 
Md Obsemd Next Tnetday, 
lloTember Ttk. 




The polls must be opened at 7 o'clock 
a. U. and clused at 4 o'clock p. in. 
11 my of the offlcen appointed fait to 

Stend for thirty minotee i^ter the time 
r eonitttoOinf th» noldtng of the elec- 
tion, tile other olBoen shairchooee some 
■ottelde peraon to act in hia atead. 

If all of the appointed oi&cen ahould 
' lip attend, then the qaalifled voters 
It ahall viva voce elect the officers of 
electing when possible one of the 
MD one political party and the 
Fadge from the oppoains political 
parCf.MCUkMriae wit&^eOtork and 
Hhenff. 

No person is eligible as an election offi- 
cer wlio has not been a resident liouse- 
hitldcr in the iirecinct for at Ica^t one 
year, or wlio iiaa anything of value tict 
or wagered on the result, or who can not 
read tlie Constitution in EugliHli and 
write a plain and legible hand. 

Each election officer before eerving 
shall take an oath to faithfully discharge 
his duties before some Justice of tlie 
Peace or other pernoti atithorizcd to ad- 
minister an oath, or if no Huch ollicer be 

fircHent the oath may be ailininistered by 
he Clerk, who in turn shall be sworn by 
one of the J udgee. 

The Clerk of election will be furnished 
with eiffht cards of instructions to voters 
in large type, and shall cause to bo posted 
one of saiu cards in each booth, and not 
less than three sample ballots about the 
polling plaeei but not nearer than fifty 
teet. The aample ballota moat be on 
different oolorsd paper than the gennine 
ballots. 

The bootha ihall be ao arranged that 
all the election officers can see whether 
more than one voter entera anj booth 
at one time.^ 

The election offioera before the voting 
begins shall open ttie ballot box and eec 
that no ballota are in the box, and shall 
then lock the box and give one key to 
each of the Judges. The box shall not 
be opened again until the polls are closed 
and the officers are read^ to immediately 
proceed with the counting. 

The polls shall be kept open contin- 
uously from 7 a. ni. to 4 p. m., a>nl !.t:- 
fore receiving any ballot the officers shall 
cause to be proclaimed that such election 
is opened. 

No person Imt the election officers 
shall remain within lifty feet of the |)oil9 
except when voting. Provided, however, 
that the chairman of the county or other 
local committee of earh political party 
may in writing appoint one challenger to 
stay in the voting room or at the door, 
and the challenger must produce hia 
written api)ointm(5Ut nii demand of any 
election ollicer, and muHt be sworn to 
faithfully and impartially discharge his 
duties; to cautje no delay to voters fur- 
ther than is necessary to ascertain their 
qualifications ; to use no means to inllu- 
ence any voter and to not disclose to any 
one how any person has voted. 

When a voter presents himself the 
Clerk shall write upon the main stub of 
the ballot the name and residence of such 
voter, and shall also write the votei'd 
name (and in Maysville the registered 
number) upon the secondary stub. The 
Clerk shall then detach the ballot from 
the main stub, leaving the secondarv 
stub attached to the ballot, and shall 
write his name on the back of the ballot 
and then hand the ballot to the voter. If 
the voter request it the Clerk shall ex- 
plain the mariner of voting. 

When the voter has marked4he ballot 
lie must hand it properly folded to one 
of th(^ .Jiiil^'i s, will) shall after first de- 
tachiuL: the sec. mdary stub, drop the bal- 
lot for llu' voter m the ballot box. 

Election ollircrs shall preserve all the 
secondary stuli-i until the polls an; clo.sed, 
and shall" then destroy them before the 
ballot box is opened. 

Election oHicers must see that all bal- 
lots delivi'red to voters are returned, and 
should a ballot be spoiled i)y a voter it 
shall be returned to the Clerk, who shall 
write i" spoiled" on both the stub and 
and the spoiled ballot and in place thereof 
the Clerk shall give the vother one other 
ballot. 

Any voter who shall attempt to leave 
the polls with a ballot in his nossesaion 
shall at once be arrasted on demand of 
either of the Judges, and shall be fined 
not lass than t26 nor more that tlOO. 

If any voter declares on oath uiat he is 
unable to mark his ballot by reason of 
inability to read the English language, 
he may declare his choice of candidates 
or party ticket to the Clerk who shall, in 
the presence of the other election of- 
ficers and the voter, mark a lead pencil 
dot in the appropriate square for tlie 
cross mark. The Clerk shall then fold 
nnd deKver the ballot to the voter and 
instruct him to retire to the booth and 
maik his ballot with a cross mark in 
squares dotted or mark any other square 
he may desire. 

If the voter is blind and ahall so 
declare on oath the Clerk may mark his 
ballot for him in hia ))resence and in the 
presence of the other ollicers. 

If any voter is physically unable to 
mark his ballot, and shall so declare on 
oath, the Clerk shall mark his ballot as 
in the case of a blind jierson. 

If any voter shall make a false dec- 
laration as to his infirmity or disability 
he shall upon conviction be 'iiied not 
exceeding I-'jO and be disfranchiaed for 
two years; and any Clerk who ahall 
willfully deceive any voter in marking 
any IwiUot, or willfully mark it in any 
other way than as reiquested, sball be 
guilty of a felony, and upon conviction 
shall be sent to tne penitentiary not less 
than two nor more than five years. 

If any voter after marking a ballot 
•hows it to any one so as to disclose any 
caddldate voted for. such ballot shall not 
be deposited in the ballot box. The 
clerk shall make a minute of the occurs 
rence on the stub book and the voter 
shall not vote thereafter. Should any 
voter offer to vote a ballot not folded so 
as to disclose the endorsements inclndlng 
the signature of the election Clerk, the 
Judges shall direct him to return to the 
booth and told hia^haltotproperly. 

No Judge or other oftcer of election 
•hall deposit any ballot not endorsed 
with the yftcr'mifesignawireoltbeOounty 
Clerk and the name of the electbn 
Clerk, nor depoait any badlot en which 



appears externally any distinguishing 
mark, defacement or mutilation. 

If any eleotfon affifltfT or other poison 
•hall mark, rtitmhite or defacto ao^ Mllht, 
•ither before or after it has been voted, 
for the purpose (rf identifying or vitiating 
the nam«, h^ shall on conviction be sent 
to the pemtentiary not less than five nor 
more than ten years and flned not 
axceedin|rt!^,000. 

If a person offering to vote if tot 
personally known to one of the Jtidns 
or Sheriff as a qualified voter be shall be 
interrogated under oath administered by 
one of the Judges or the Clerk, as to his 
qualifications. If his statements a]>- 
parently qualify biin he may then vote 
unless bis rigbt'is disputed by the Sherifl', 
or one of the Judges, or one of the chal- 
lengers. If so diajjUted the Judge.* may 
bear not exi'ee<ling two witnesses on 
each side as to his qualifications and 
then decide as may appt;ar right from the 
proof and statements of tlu^ partv. The 
Clerk shall write '•sworn" on tlie stub 
book under the name of the party so 
voting. 

Any voter of the i)recinct may in 
w riting under his own signature give the 
•Judges of election notice of challenge to 
the right of any person to vote, setting 
forth tlie reasons, and such person may 
be challanged as provided above. 

If a person is objected to as not being 
a citisen the Judges shall aiik him the 
following qnestfons : 

1. Have you resided in the State one 
vear and in this county six months 
immediately proceeding this election? 

2. Ilave you been absent from the 
State within the year immediately pre- 
ceeding this election? And if so, did 
you while absent, consider this State 
your home, or did yon while absent vote 
in afiother State? 

If the person is objected to as not a 
resident of the county or precinct, then 
the following Questions shall befmi 

1. When dia yon last come mto this 
countv (or precinot)? 

2. When you oame into this county (or 
precinct) did yov Oome for a temporary 
purpose merely, or for the purpose of 
making it your home? 

3. Did you come into this county for 
precinct) for the purpose of voting in it? 

The election ofiicers will bo furnished 
with black ink stencils, one of which 
must be safely placed in each hixjth and 
tfie others preserved by the ('lerk to be 
used in case any are lost, stolen or 
'iestroyed. Siioiiid any one sieai or 
willfully destroy either of said stencils he 
shall upim conviction be tineil not more 
than $.30. or coiUiued in the County Jail 
not more than six monlli,-, f)r lioth. 

No voter shall bo allowetl to occupy a 
booth already occupied by another, or to 
occupy a booth for more than three 
minutes in case all the booths are in use 
and voters are waiting, or to speak to or 
converse with any one except the election 
officers while in the voting room. No 
voter shall reenter said room after 
voting and no more voters shall enter at 
any one time than there are booths 
])rovided, and the Judges and Sheriff 
must secure the observance of these 
provisions. 

The County Executive Committee of 
each party may dsslgMte a suitable per- 
son to be present at, witness and Inspect 
the counting of the vote in each precinct, 
who shall oe admitted to the voting 
place; but no other person except the 
election officers shall be admitted-before 
or after the count begins. 

The polls shall close at 4 p. m., when 
the election officers shaU, in the voting 
room, immediately count and certify the 
votes, and no adjournment shall be had 
until the count is completed. When the 
result is ascertained it shall be im- 
mediately announced by one of the 
Judges in front of the voting rtxim, and 
theri'upon the Judges shall, in the 
prtiseiice of tlie Clerk, Sheritf and in- 
spectors, dcHtroy the ballots voted, 
mutilated or spoiled, and the ballots 
reniainitiir unvoted. Provided, Imwever, 
that if there are any ballota ca.st and 
counted or left umrounted, alxtut which 
the .Indifes are not aureed on, said ballots 
shall not be destroyed, hut seideil iip ami 
returned to the ('ouiity Clerk with the 
returns of the election, with a true state- 
ment whether counted, and If counted 
what part and for whom. 

Every male citizen of the United 
States, of the age of twenty-one years, 
who has resided in the State one year, 
and in the countv six months, and in the 
precinct in which he offers to vote, sixty 
days next preceding the election is a 
voter in said precinct and not elsewhere. 

Persons eonvicted of treason, felon.or 
bribery in an election are excluded from 
the right of voting unless pardoned by 
the Governor. Persons who are at the 
time of election confined by judgment of 
conrt Ibr some penal offense are also 
barred from voting. Likewise Idfots and 
insane persons. 

The election officers will be furnished 
with blank forms to make returns on, 
and any witnem to the count is entitled toa 
duplicate, and each Judge must keep a 
duplicate of the count. 

The .Sherill must. leturu the stub book, 
together with the uudostroyecl ballots 
inclosed in a sealed envelope, to the 
County Clerk, and is allowed 8,,PSntS per 
mile for tr.ive'.ing expen.ses.

BATTLE I N SOUT H AFRICA. 

Orer TbrM ThovMuid M»tlTM KUM by 
Britlah toMton. \ 
Oapb Town, Not. 8.— A Brattr Tel*- 
gram company speHal deacribing tba 

battle bi'tweru the British and the Mat- 
abeles eaytt that on the night of Oct. 30 
Major Forbes sent a number of scouts 
forward in the direction of the insur- 
gents' kraal, headquarters of the 
■trongest Matabele rpiriinnTit. The 
BcoutH upon reaching tlic kraal found 
that the Insugc/nina iiiipi was mustered 
there in largu numbers and prtpWVd to 
make dcspornte roHistimce. 

As a result of the stand made bv tliiK 
notable rc;;inient, native KaliipiTs 
■were went b.uk to inform Major ForlK's 
of the warm reception which was 
awaiting tiie soldiers under his com- 
mand. The Britisli commander de- 
termined to attack the lusuxonina 
reginient and sent forward an advance 
force of 100 mounted troopers, siippDrt- 
ed by two Maxim rapid-fire gunf<. 

The trooiwrs cautiously felt their 
way forward when until within a short 
distance in front of the kranl, they 
charged forward after leaving the 
maxim guna in a commanding position 
upon a neighboring hillock, where they 
could cover the retreat of the troopers 
should the latter be swept back by ot'ur- 
whelmiog numbers. 

But to the astonishment of the charg- 
ing troopers not a shot was fired at 
them from the kraal, and it was found 
to be deserted, and in the distan^^e 
conld be seen the fleeing Mataoeles. A 
few, however, wbo hadud in Um knud 
were captured. 

On Oct. 28 s small body of th* British 
oompftny's forces, under Captain White, 
were guarding » body of prisonet-s, 
when a Matabele impi made a furious 
attack upon tne guards. After a sharp 
eneagement during wbicb a number of 
the' Matabelea were killed, the latter 
were driven off, but not until the Brit- 
ish had lost several killed and wounded, 
among the former being Captain 
Burnett, who was shot deaoT 

After the British columns crossed the 
Shangale river the adTaaoe was verv 
ak>w, as they were surrounded by Mat- 
abeles, who, however, mado no open 
attack. Several war kraals were passed 
and destroyed. This continued for sev- 
eral days, and on Oct. 81 it was evi- 
denced that the Matabeles were pro- 
paring for general battle. The attack 
was made between night and dawn, but 
the British forces bad made every 
preparation and were ready. 

Tne preparations to receive the Mata- 
beles were hardly completed when, 
with wild yells which rent the air, the 
Matabeles. estimated to be B,000 strone. 
made a dekperate rush forward upon 
the columns and upon the camp, 
attapking from several sides at once, 
and in one instance swe<«ping by and 
over an advance picket which nad not 
been called into the main body. 

The Matubeles came forward like a 
solid black wall, showing admirable 
discipline and the greatest bravery. The 
British commanders allowed King Lo- 
bengula's impis to advanm until they 
were within easy range of the Martinez 
rifles and Maxim guns, when, at a pre- 
arranged signal, a deadly flra was 
poured into the ranks of the Matabrles. 

For a moment or so the Matables 
still pressed bravely forward in spite 
of the hail of bullets directed against 
them, their war cries being drowned 
by the fearful grinding roar of the 
machine guns, boclrad up by the deaf- 
ening volleys from the small arms in 
the hands of the colonists. 

Then for a few moments there was a 
acene witnessed which was peculiarly 
horrible,* from the desperate courage 
displayed by the Matabeles, and by the 
display of terrible eni(ineering and 
death-dealing skill made by the ma- 
chine guns, which poured bullets like 
water from a hose into the howling na> 
tives, moxdng them down like grass. 

Before sncn a death-dealing fire it 
was not to he expected that human be- 
ings could make a stand, and they 
broke and fled, still followed by the 
leaden rain and leaving 500 killed and 
wounded on the field, in addition to 
carrying away with them hundreds of 
others wbo were wonnded, while as 
many more at least were unable to 
stagger away in retreat bearing more 
or less severe wounds, from which 
numbers of them have since died. 

The loss on the side of the British is 
too insiftnificant to record in view of 
the wholesale slauKhter of Matabeles. 
Only two of the colonists w^ere killiMl 
and six wonnded. 

After the battle the British force 
spent some time in burying the dead 
and in caring for the wonnded. after 
which the march toward Buluwayo 
•was continued and tlie road wan found 
clear to the capital, tho Matabeles evi- 
dently being too disheartened to at- 
temi)t any further attack upon the 
British forces.

Zanzibar, I7ov. 8.— The captaii: and 
crew of the French slave dhow cap- 
tured by the British cruiBcr I'hilomel, 
in April last, have been acquitted by 
the court at Reunion, to which the 

frisoners were sent for trial by the 
'reach consul here. The acquittal of 
the prisoners has caused a sensation, as 
it practically gives immunity to slavers 
who carry on pusinesi undar the Fianch 
flag 

< 'tMciiil estimates, mado at various 
pf^riodu in the past 50 years, show that 
not more than 5 per cent of slaves 
shipped from African ports have been 
captured by cruisers. Two hundred 
slaves were captured in Zauzibari 
waters during (>nc mouth. It i» safe to 
estimate that tho number represents 
4,000 slaves captured. Many of these 
were no doubt destined for the inland 
of Pemba, which absnrhs nianv thou- 
sand slaves in the cultivation of cloves, 
others were smuggled into Zanzibar 
and let out in largo numbers as porters 
to caravans. The British protectorate 
of Zanzibar which includes the island 
of Pemba, where thousands of slaves 
are employed, depends |br much of 
its revenua upon th* rwib* doTe 
trade. .
